IS HONGKONG BOOMING? 
To the Editor of the’ *Catna, Man.’ - 

é Hengkovg, Sith April.* 

- Sra, —A great deal has tecontly been ssid’ 
and wriftei about the flourishing condition 
of Hongkong. Evidencesof our prosperity, 
the optimits ssy, are everywhore to be 
found. New companice ara being formed 
ovary other day; the valno of land has ison 
enormously und is still ring; the populn- 
tiow is rapidly “increasing; Hongkong is 
fast becuriing @ seat of manufactures 3 itis 
a centre of trade for the whole of Hastera 
Asin—sooh are 6 few. of the statements one 
hears madoon all sides, and thoy are made 
with the asorance that Hongkong will out- 
rival the mst progressive cities of Araerioa 
in the ratoof ic’ developaent. There can 
be no doubt that since the cessation of the 
hostilities between Francu and China theo- 
lony has inde good proztusa, The depres- 
aion which pravailod during these troubles 
was gucaicded by a perind of commercial 
activity, which, although relaxed, is not, 
Jet us hopy, yet finished, But, although 
we havo beon prosperous, there has beon 
nothing extraordinary inour progress and 
certainly nothing to warrant the extravagant 
views juatalluded to. That lure aurms of 
money are boing sent out of the Calony for 
avestmont in the Strsita, North. Borneo 
and Tonquin does not prove per s¢ that ovr 
wealth is mpidly augmenting. Unless there 
is going ov at the same time a currespond- 
ing development in our trada, the flow of 
money from the Oulu 
crease in the outlets for investmenta in the 
Colony italf, avd may sctivnaly retard our 
trade in the future. “Hos thon-our tmde 


been inorassing in correspondence with this 


outflow of money ? I scarcely think ao. 

As we have fortunately no Custom Bouse 
in Hongkong, we have lover gone to the 
expense of obtaining statisties of our trade. 
Into the queation whether we ought to ob- 
tain such statistics, I do not propose to 
enter, You strongly opposed the change, 
for, now that 
the Chinoe Customa take account of the 
Hongkong junk trade, there ought to be 
little difficulty iv fatureof obtaining a protty 
accurate idea of our trade from tho statis- 
tics of the countries with which we deal. 
Perhaps sn official might be deputed to 
draw up yearly report frou: such data, 
As the great bulk of our trade is with 
China tho returns of the Imperial Mari- 
time Customs may, for my preseut object, 
be considered as giving 4 fair indication of 
tha growih of our trade.

Firat let it be 
remarked that the bulk of tho increaasie in 
imports, There can be little doubt that a 
considemble portion of it is due to 
the fact that from 1st Juno 1887 for 
the first time all opium which entored 
China passed under the cognizance of the 
Foreiyn Customs. To give an illuatration 
of what g difference was caused by this fiscal 
change, may mentiou that in 1686 only 
1098 picule of opium wory reported as having 
entered Canton, whereas in 1887 the iyures 
were 7769 piculs, ‘(his representa nearly 
an increase of three million tala.
